(b) REGULATIONS.—The Committee on House Admin-18

istration of the House of Representatives shall have author-19

ity to prescribe regulations to carry out this section. 20

(c) DEFINITION.—As used in this section, the term 21

‘‘Member of the House of Representatives’’ means a Rep-22

resentative in, or a Delegate or Resident Commissioner to, 23

the Congress. 24

MAINTENANCE AND CARE OF PRIVATE VEHICLES 5

SEC. 201. No part of the funds appropriated in this 6

Act shall be used for the maintenance or care of private 7

vehicles, except for emergency assistance and cleaning as 8

may be provided under regulations relating to parking fa-9

cilities for the House of Representatives issued by the Com-10

mittee on House Administration and for the Senate issued 11

by the Committee on Rules and Administration.

208. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), 12

none of the funds made available to the Architect of the Cap-13

itol in this Act may be used to eliminate guided tours of 14

the United States Capitol which are led by employees and 15

interns of offices of Members of Congress and other offices 16

of the House of Representatives and Senate. 17

(b) At the direction of the Capitol Police Board, or 18

at the direction of the Architect of the Capitol with the ap-19

proval of the Capitol Police Board, guided tours of the 20
